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IKITA KHRUSHCHEV, the 

top man of communism, re- 

cently concluded a_whirl- 
wind tour of America, the leading 
capitalist nation of the world. After 
being surprised and intrigued for 
approximately two weeks by this 
visitor, the news columnists asked, 
“What hit us?” The analysis of 
many is that a warm breeze hit us, 
the cold war has started to thaw, 
and peaceful years of co-existence 
are ahead. To the contrary many 
Bible students believe that a vivid 
example of the spirit of the end 
of the age has hit us. 

Men can be easily swayed by the 
pendulum of current events. Sever- 
al years ago the news media of a 
particular section of America gave 
prominence to a man’s statement 
in which he gave the world from 
three to five years to stand, be- 
cause of the invention of the atomic 
bomb. Seven years later these 
same newspapers gave prominence 
to a statement by this person that 
Christ may not come for one hun- 
dred years. This shows how indi- 
viduals, the press, and the masses 
are influenced by the ebb and flow 
of world events. Those who are 
anchored in the immutable Word 
of God need not have their beliefs 
and philosophies buffeted by every 
wind of current events. As in the 
past, so it will be in the future, 
world events will happen accord- 
ing to the Scriptures. 

According to the Scriptures, near 
the end of this age when the time 
of the gentiles is nearing fulfill- 
ment and world statesmen are em- 
broiled in the enigma of unsolvable 
world problems, a unique person 
will appear who professes to have 
a panacea for the world’s ills. Satan 
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will rule directly through this man 
for a short time (Daniel 7:24, 25, 
Daniel 8:23, 24, Revelation 13:3-7; 
2 Thessalonians 2:3-9). Rulers will 
have such a desire for world peace 
that they will accede their power 
to this person for a short time 
(Revelation 17:12, 13). The masses 
will have such a desire for peace 
and prosperity that they will give 
themselves over for a brand on the 
hand or forehead by this person 
(Revelation 13:16, 17). The people 
of the end time will be so obsessed 
with a materialistic philosophy and 
a desire for unhindered commerce 
that they will gladly hail the man 
who can bring an end to war 
threats, break down trade barriers, 
establish world markets and prom- 
ise world peace. The Scriptures 
make it clear that at the end of 
the age world conditions will be so 
troubled that there will be a great 
desire for peace, and a brilliant 
strategist by bringing a false peace 
for a short time will destroy many 
(Daniel 8:25). This false peace will 
precede the most terrible tribula- 
tion earth has ever known (Mat- 
thew 24:21). At the end of this 
age the people will not repent and 
seek the favor of Almighty God to 
cure the world’s ills, but they will 
be looking for a man to do this. 
When he appears they will say, 
“Who is like unto the beast?” “Who 
is able to make war with him?” 
(Revelation 13:4). This adoration 
rightly belongs to God. 

This is not meant to insinuate 
that Khrushchev is this man, but 
the intense interest the peoples of 
the world had in this visit and the 
hope it stirred in human hearts 
that world peace and prosperity 
rested in the hands of a man shows 


that the world is ripe for the man 
who can produce. How many mil- 
lions today would accept with open 
hearts the man who could end the 
threat of war, bring prosperity, 
pacify industry and labor, and end 
social strife? They would say, “Who 
is like unto him?” The tragedy is 
that the race is hungry for a peace 
built by the power of mortal men 
and will not seek the Prince of 
Peace, the only one who can and 
will bring permanent peace. 

This desire of mankind to build 
a world peace without God by 
their own power and ingenuity was 
expressed plainly by the atheist 
philosopher, Bertrand Russell, dur- 
ing a panel discussion in London on 
October 5, 1959. Mr. Russell pre- 
dicted that, because of their mutual 
fear of China, Russia and the 
United States would form an al- 
liance which would in effect be a 
world government and war would 
be abolished because these two 
giants would have a monoply on 
war weapons. The press stated that 
Mr. Russell then takes this slap at 
religion, “I don’t think that a per- 
son who gives weight to scientific 
evidence can subscribe to any of 
the dogmas of the great religions 
of the world.” After a member of 
the panel remarked that some peo- 
ple embrace religion for the com- 
fort it can give them rather than 
its dogma, Mr. Russell replied, “If 
comfort is what you want, you will 
do less harm to yourself and the 
world if you get it from gin.” 

Here is a non-Christian view of 
the solution of world problems: let 
strong nations form a _ world 
government by alliances and non- 
aggression pacts and with a strong 
man at the top, train their hor- 
rible weapons on the world and 
enforce a pax romana (Roman 
peace) while the world imbibes gin 
for comfort and the people occupy 
themselves in the pleasures of sin. 
According to the Scriptures, when 
men in the end of.the age fabri- 
cate this kind of a peace and then 
trusting in the wisdom of men cry 
peace and safety, sudden destruc- 
tion will come upon them (1 Thes- 
salonians 5:3). 

The Christian view is the as- 
surance of the return of the Son 
of God, the Prince of Peace who

“For I will pass through the land 
of Egypt this night, and will smite 
all the firstborn in the land of 
Egypt, both man and beast; and 
against all the gods of Egypt I will 
execute judgment: I am the Lord. 
And the blood shall be to you for a 
token upon the houses where ye 
are: and when I see the blood, I 
will pass over you, and the plague 
shall not be upon you to destroy 
you, when I smite the land of 
Egypt,” Exodus 12:12, 13. 


XODUS 12 IS called “God’s 

blood of redemption.” It deals 

with the one thing that has 
taken the most important role in 
God’s plan of redemption for lost 
humanity, the blood of the Slain 
Lamb. The lamb that was slain at 
this Passover links perfectly with 
1 Corinthians 5:7 where Paul said, 
“For even Christ our passover is 
sacrificed for us.” The Lamb of 
God shed His blood on rugged Cal- 
vary that we might be redeemed 
from a life of sin. 

“Forasmuch as ye know that ye 
were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, from 
your vain conversation received by 
tradition from your fathers; but 
with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot,” 1 Peter 1:18, 19. 

When God sent plagues on Egypt 
by the hand of Moses, the chil- 
dren of Israel were exempted from 
the flies, murrain, boils, hail, lo- 
custs and darkness. However, the 
children of Israel were not exempt

from the tenth plague unless they 
obeyed God’s instructions. 

No one is exempt from God’s plan 
of redemption, whether he be Jew 
or gentile, bond or free. We all 
stand guilty before God until we 
kneel at the foot of Calvary and 
are cleansed by the blood of the 
Lamb of God, who knew no sin, 
neither was guile found in His 
mouth. We must ask him to have 
mercy and cleanse us from our sins. 

The blood that stained the old 
cross will cover and wash away 
your sins. I enjoy singing these old 
favorite songs, “What can wash 
away my sins? Nothing but the 
blood of Jesus”; and “There is a 
fountain filled with blood drawn 
from Emmanuel’s veins. And sin- 
ners plunged beneath that flood 
lose all their guilty stains.” 

God told them, “When I see the 
blood, I will pass over you.” After 
nine of the plagues that God sent 


on Egypt, Pharaoh’s heart was: 


hardened. Therefore, when the 
death angel flew over his home, 
he did not find the blood applied 
on the doorpost, and he took the 
firstborn. Pharaoh arose in the 
night and there was a great cry 
made in Egypt. He hurriedly called 
for Moses and Aaron and said, 
“Get you forth from among my 
people, both ye and the children of 
Israel; and go, serve the Lord, as 
ye have said.” The door was open- 
ed for Israel to escape from bond- 
age. What opened that door? The 
application of the blood. 

Israel had been under the iron 
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hand of Egypt’s bondage for 430 
years. They had tried many times 
to be set free, but all failed except 
the shedding of the blood. 


God for many, many years tried 
different methods to redeem a lost 
humanity. All methods failed to re- 
deem them until Christ came and 
gave His life to save you and me. 
If we will accept Him, completely 
surrender our lives to Him, and 
serve Him in the beauty of holi- 
ness, we can live with Him beyond 
this veil of tears. 

The Christian life is the outliving 
of an inliving Christ. Then we can 
say with the Apostle Paul in Ga- 
latians 2:20, “I am crucified with 
Christ: nevertheless I live; yet not 
I, but Christ liveth in me: and the 
life which I now live in the flesh I 
live by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave himself 
for me.” 

God’s plan of redemption far sur- 
passes the knowledge of our intel- 
lectuals, yet is so simple even a 
little child can understand it.

The people came 
to take part in the dancing, drink- 
ing, and eating which he offered, 
and he would try to sing or chant 
whatever verse he ght have 
learned to fit the occasion. One 
time he stood on the street corner 
of Totonicapan, the leading In- 
dian center of Guatemala, and 
listened to the Christians’ singing. 
He was struck by the tune and the 
few words that he could grasp and 
went away trying to keep them in 
his mind. Later the government 
squads took him, with many oth- 
ers, to send them to the capital 
city for military duty. When the 
going got rough, he would remem- 
ber the words of the gospel chorus. 
He told me, “Believe it or not, it 
always helped me.” When he had 
served his government, he return- 
ed to the same corner and heard 
the singing again. Later he ac- 
cepted the Lord. Bernadino was 
filled with the Holy Ghost and be- 
came a power for God among his 
own people and others, for he 
spoke the Spanish language as well 
as Indian dialect.

tive from Jerusalem into 

Babylon by Nebuchadnezzar 
and was called into the ministry 
during the fifth year of his cap- 
tivity. One day as he was down by 
the river Chebar, the heavens open- 
ed and he saw a vision. He then 
had the first necessary qualifica- 
tion of a preacher—a vision! Next, 
he was to receive the proper train- 
ing. Which seminary did he at- 
tend? Ezekiel 3:15 says, “.. . And 
I sat where they sat... .” He was 
educated by experience, as he lived, 
thought and looked at the world 
as his people saw it. 

Are we, as ministers, willing to 
live as our laymen live? Can we 
look through eyes of sickness at 
the world and know the actual 
feeling of seldom leaving a dwell- 
ing, except to go to a narrower one, 
which is the grave? Perhaps if we 
did, we would not become vexed so 
easily upon seeing our member, 
who has toiled eight or ten hours 
that day, fall asleep during the 
message, when the fault might just 
as well be accounted to the mes- 
senger. 

If we could sit in the position of 
a state overseer, possibly there 
would be less contention at chang- 
ing time, or were it possible for the 
young and old to exchange places,

abounding. Perhaps it would also 
be profitable for father and son; 
mother and daughter to exchange 
places. We could understand why 
the young son adores flashy clothes, 
and the giggles and flirtations of 
the young girl might not seem 
quite so silly. The youth could then 
understand the problems and feel- 
ings of the aged. 


Ezekiel was shown the conditions 
of Israel, and God placed His hand 
upon him. How wretched is a per- 
son who lacks the blessing of God 
upon him! Ezekiel was carried out 
into the Spirit. Thank the Lord for 
people today who are still willing 
to be led by the Spirit. We read in 
Ezekiel 37:1, “. . . Set me down in 
the midst of the valley... .” Life 
is often compared with valleys and 
vales oi tears. How true! We enter 
life with a cry; depart with a 
groan. 

Ezekiel was carried to the middle 
of the valley. In other words, he 
was directed to the center of his 
problem. We are so often willing 
to advance to the edge of our 
trouble, but God is able to go with 
us into the core of heartaches, and 
it is not until we are carried to 
the heart of our problem, that God 
directs us further. Sometimes He 
directs us to let it alone and He 
will work it out in due time. 

Ezekiel 37:2 reads, “. . . And, be- 


hold, there were very many in the 
open valley... .” Ezekiel found the 
valley full of bones; the passage 
states there were “very many,” in- 
dicating his attendance was large 
and encouraging. Many ministers 
proclaim they have no trouble 
preaching to a few, and rely on 
the portion of Scripture that says, 
‘“... Where two or three are gather- 
ed together in my name, there am 
I in the midst... .” That is a 
wonderful and glorious promise; 
however, we lose the meaning and 
beauty of it by observing the hu- 
man absence instead of God’s di- 
vine presence. (Personally, preach- 
ing to a lumberyard, even if it has 
been varnished, is not very in- 
spirational.) 

How often have you heard folk 
say, “I could not attend, but I sent 
my spirit”? Having an empty build- 
ing is bad, but having it full of 
ghosts is worse, because they will 
not say “AMEN” or sing in the 
choir; neither will they contribute 
to the offering so badly needed. Al- 
though there were very many bones 
—we quote from the same scrip- 
ture—“. . . And, lo, they were very 
dry.” Automatically our minds 
search for the cause of a spiritual 
drought. The blame is ofttimes put 
upon the minister for such a state 
of being in a church, when it could 
rightly be the fault of the congre- 
gation. 

In Ezekiel 37:3 God asks, “. .. Son 
of man, can these bones live?” No- 
tice how God addressed Ezekiel! He 
merely meant: Human, with your 
medical and scientific knowledge, 
who can make missiles and satel- 
lites soar through space, is it pos- 
sible to revive these fragments? 
Ezekiel did not answer affirma- 
tively or negatively, but gave an 
answer of faith by saying, “O Lord 
God, thou knowest.” 

Ezekiel’s instructions were to 
prophesy unto them, but bewilder- 
ed, he inquired of God what mes- 
sage would be appropriate. He was 
told in Ezekiel 37:4, “. . . Hear the 
word of the Lord.” On the Mount 
of Transfiguration God said, “This 
is my beloved Son, hear him!” Our 
world critically needs the Word of 
the Lord instead of fables and bed- 
time stories. What resulted from

For she hath cast down many 
wounded: yea, many strong men 
have been slain by her. Her house 
is the way to hell, going down to 


the chambers of death,” Proverbs

Don’t you hear Satan saying that 
Jesus away and will not return 
for a long time? So we keep laying 
aside God’s pleading messages to 
“sanctify ourselves.” 

Procrastination has crowded the 
gates of hell; and yet many con- 
tinue in its wily ways. Christians 
have been led to believe that there 
is plenty of time for them to 
“buckle down” later on. They keep 
singing that song “Wait a Little 
Longer, Please, Jesus” as though 
concerned over some wayward 
loved one, when -they really are 
begging God to wait till they get 
their fill of pleasure and repent of 
their backsliding and lukewarm- 
ness. 

Many have fallen prey to the 
temptress and have become in- 
volved in such a way that for them 
to regain their sweet fellowship 
with the Lord would necessitate 
public confession of their sinful- 
ness. What Christian (?) could do 
that? Do not fear the things that 
ye may have to make right; for 
hey will be brought out in the 
JUDGMENT if not here, and then 
before a “sentence-passing Judge.” 
When God says to make a thing 
right, it is for you to do. 

Far too many ministers and lay- 
members have let Satan get that 
first kiss planted on their cheeks 
and are now struggling in the mire 
of inconsistency, trying to teach 
and preach something that is not 
working in their own lives. Unclean 

ps and minds cannot present 
truths of holiness. Isaiah realized 
that he was a man of unclean lips, 
and the very next verse records his 
experience of sanctification. This is 
a day when far too many preachers 
depend upon their mental knowl- 
oe of the Word to present a gos- 
pel message, rather than on prayer 
and a heart-felt understan of 
the needs of a d world, sinking 
beneath the merciless waves of 
wickedness. 

In the same way many Chris- 
tians get “hepped up” in a good 
song service and then sleep while 
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the servant of God tries to tell them 
of others who have yet to hear of 
the gospel of Christ and His power 
to redeem a distressed life. Then 
while they are sleeping, their 
daughters are running the streets 
in shorts and their sons are defil- 
ing their bodies with tobacco. And 
they wonder why! 

It is not the ability to preach 
that is needed so much today but 
rather the anointing to preach, and 
preaching that makes the devil mad 
and kills sin and roots out those 
who would prostitute their souls to 
the devil for naught. 


What then is the remedy for this 
Fd prostitution and sterility 
that have engulfed us? It would be 
easy to state simply that the answer 
is Christ, but e seeking heart 
desires a further expression. As 
ministers and laity we must call 
upon God to forgive us of our sin- 
fulness and sanctify us. We must 
rid the temple of our body of every 
trace of the world and every world- 
ly vanity. 

Remember! “. . . _ strong 
men have been slain by her. Her 
house is the way to hell, going down 
to the chambers of death.”

his message? There was a noise, 
which is a sign of activity. The lack 
of it is the noticeable characteristic 
of a graveyard. People say their 
church has perfect order, but that 
is absolutely true of a cemetery, 
also! 

Ezekiel 37:7 declares, “. . . And 
behold a shaking. .. .” The bones 
united in sequence until a com- 
plete skeleton was formed with 
flesh and skin upon it. Ezekiel now 
had a church; however, something 
most essential was lacking: they 
were breathless! Ezekiel was com- 
manded to preach the Holy Ghost 
instead of saving grace in Ezekiel 
37:9, “Then said he unto me, 
Prophesy unto the wind, prophesy, 
son of man, and say to the wind, 
Thus saith the Lord God; Come 
from the four winds... .” 

The four winds are very signifi- 
cant, and each wind represents the 
following: (1) shaking power, (2) 
warmth, (3) moisture, (4) blowing 
force. After three winds were used, 
the fourth scattered the effects of 
the revival over the earth so others 
could benefit from this experience. 
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God used wind at other times to 
fulfill His word. For instance, wind 
removed the water after the flood; 
separated the Jordan River; made 
a highway through the Red Sea; 
and fed the Israelites with quails. 
After Ezekiel prophesied and the 
four winds came, God’s will was 
accomplished. 

On the Day of Pentecost in Acts 
2:2-4 we read, “And suddenly there 
came a sound from heaven as of a 
rushing mighty wind... .” The 
noise and wind were similar to the 
northeastern Ezekiel experienced. 
The cloven tongues like as of fire 
that sat upon them were typical of 
the southeastern, which warmed 
them, and the results are recorded 
in Acts 2:4, “And they were all fill- 
ed with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the 
Spirit gave them utterance.” John 
prophesied of one who would bap- 
tize us with fire, whose fan was in 
his hand! 

After Ezekiel’s congregation 
breathed, they stood up and lived. 
They were no longer dried bones, 
but living souls, and as Ezekiel 37: 
10 describes, “. . . an exceeding 
great army.” Many persons dis- 
agree with church organization; 
nevertheless, we must agree this 
was not a crowd or mob, but a 
church filled with the Holy Ghost. 
A church filled with the Holy Ghost 
is an army the devil hates. May 
we live so we can say with the 
great warrior Paul at the end of 
our warfare, “We have fought a 
good fight and have kept the 
faith!”

1 John 3:8, “He that committeth 
sin is of the devil; for the devil 
sinneth from the beginning. For 
this purpose the Son of God was 
manifested, that he might destroy 
the works of the devil.” 

The one and only purpose of 
Christ’s going to Calvary was to 
open the door so that “whosoever 
will” may come, and drink of the 
water of life freely. Believe on Him, 
and let the blood of the Lamb of 
God be applied to your heart. If 
you are in sin, this is God’s plan 
for you.

Hebrews 
9:22, “And without shedding of 
blood is no remission.” 

I believe and preach Pentecost 
in its fulness, and that it is for 
the believer, that everyone that has 
been saved should not stop until 
he has received the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. However, the only road 
that leads to the Upper Room comes 
by the way of Calvary, the only 
escape route for the sinner.

will destroy the superman who 
promises world peace but brings in 
the great tribulation. After the re- 
turn of the Son of God the world 
will be under divine government 
with no weapons of war (Zecha- 
riah 14:9). They will beat their 
swords into plowshares and their 
spears into pruninghooks and learn 
war no more (Isaiah 2:4). The 
earth will be full of the knowledge 
of the Lord as the waters cover the 
sea (Isaiah 11:9). Even the animals 
will revel in peace (Isaiah 11:6-8) 
and the instigator of war will be 
bound during one thousand years 
of peace (Revelation 20:1-3). 

The pendulum of current events 
cannot change God’s Word regard- 
less of how it swings. Let is be 
remembered that Neville Chamber- 
lain visited Munich in quest of 
“peace in our time” just before 
World War II began. Von Ribben- 
trop and Molotov signed a non- 
aggression pact just before Ger- 
many marched into Russia, and 
Saburo Kurusu of Japan was in 
Washington talking peace when 
Pearl rbor was bombed. This 
world is he great tribula- 
tion, but after the literal king- 
dom of heaven. The King from 
heaven will appear and establish 
an abundance of peace (Psalm 37: 
11) and the saints of God will in- 
herit the kingdom (Daniel 7:21, 22).

New Stamp Bears Motto of 
Trust in God 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (EP) — 
Postmaster General Arthur E. Sum- 
merfield has announced that a 
commemorative postage stamp 
containing the words, “ this be 
our motto, in God is our trust,” 
will be issued in 1960. The words 


are quoted from the fourth stanza 
of “The Star-Spangled Banner” by 
Francis Scott Key in which the 
fifth and sixth lines read: 
“Then conquer we must, for our 
cause it is just, 
And this be our motto, in God is 
our trust.” 
The stamp is one of six “Ameri- 
can credo” stamps which will be 


issued to remind Americans, in the 
words of Mr. Summerfield, of “the 
ideals upon which our nation was 
founded and which guide our ac- 
tion now.”
